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BIRD  CONTROL  DEVICES 
SOURCES  OF  SUPPLY 


Since  man  began  the  tilling  of  crops,  he  has  defended  his  fields 
against  depredating  birds  and  mammals,  and  to  a  great  extent  has  been 
forced  to  depend  upon  his  own  ingenuity  for  the  development  of  proce- 
dures or  devices  that  will  effectively  do  the  job.  Many  devices  and 
techniques  have  been  developed  and  used  successfully.  Their  value 
depends  largely  upon  selection  of  the  proper  devices  and  the  manner 
in  which  they  are  used. 

Regulations 

Blackbirds,  cowbirds,  and  grackles  are  afforded  protection  by 
the  Federal  Migratory  Bird  Treaty  Act.  However,  Section  6.62, 
Title  50,  C.F.R.,  provides  that  "any  person  without  a  permit,  may 
kill  yellow-headed,  redwinged,  bi-colored  redwinged.  Brewer's  black- 
birds, cowbirds,  and  all  grackles  .  .  .  when  such  birds  are  found 
committing  or  about  to  commit  serious  depredations  upon  any  agricul- 
tural crop  or  ornamental  or  shade  trees."  Section  6.62  of  the  Federal 
regulations  does  not  permit  the  killing  of  any  of  the  above-named 
birds  in  violation  of  any  State  law  or  regulation.   If  a  State  permit 
to  kill  the  birds  is  required,  such  permit  must  be  acquired  before 
exercising  the  privileges  conferred  by  Section  6.62. 

The  following  devices  and  materials  are  sold  for  preventing 
bird  damage  to  crops  and/or  discouraging  unwanted  roosts.   This 
list  is  for  the  information  of  correspondents  and  is  not  neces- 
sarily complete.   Listing  implies  no  endorsement  of  either  a 
product  or  the  technique  it  represents.   Names  of  reputable  manu- 
facturers will  be  added  upon  notification  to  the  Bureau  of  Sport 
Fisheries  and  Wildlife  that  they  are  prepared  to  deliver  the  items 
concerned. 


Automatic  Acetylene  Exploders 

Machines  that  ignite  acetylene  gas  to  produce  loud  explosions 
at  regular  intervals  by  dripping  water  on  calcium  carbide  (marked 
with  "C")  or  from  a  tank  of  compressed  acetylene  gas  (marked  with  "A") . 
Not  injurious  to  birds,  but  the  loud  reports  may  be  objectionable  in 
residential  areas.

Exploding  Shotgun  Shells 

This  is  a  12-gauge  shotgun  shell  containing,  instead  of  pellets, 
a  kingsized  firecracker,  which  is  projected  a  distance  of  100  yards 
or  more  before  exploding.

Pyrotechnics ;  Fireworks  — 

Firecrackers,  inserted  at  intervals  in  slow-burning  fuse  ropes, 
have  been  useful  in  keeping  birds  away  from  agricultural  crops. 
Dealers  marked  *  make  and  distribute  completed  ropes  of  firecrackers 
designed  to  explode  at  approximately  30-minute  intervals.   The  dealer 
marked  #  specializes  in  cotton  rope  known  as  Caw-Caw  fuse  rope.

use  of  fireworks.   Investigate  local  city  ordinances  and  State  laws 
regulating  the  possession  or  use  of  fireworks  or  explosives,  also  local 
fire  laws. 


Firecrackers,  salutes,  skyrockets,  Roman  candles,  and  other 
devices  have  been  used  to  drive  birds  from  crops  and  to  discourage 
roosting.  These  are  standard  items  and  may  be  purchased  from  regu- 
lar firecracker  manufacturers . 

Revolving  Lights  or  Beacons 

The  devices  have  sometimes  been  used  with  good  results  to 
discourage  night- feeding  ducks  in  grain  fields.  A  light  with  a 
bulb  of  from  500  to  2,000  watts  can  be  used,  depending  on  the 
size  of  the  field  and  the  intensity  of  light  locally  needed. 
These  devices  are  rated  to  protect  up  to  640  acres.  Attached  to 
a  turntable,  one  makes  one  revolution  per  minute  in  a  counter- 
clockwise direction,  while  the  other  provides  200  flashes  per 
minute.  The  lights  can  be  attached  to  an  existing  power  source, 
if  available,  or  can  be  used  with  a  portable  power  plant.

Wires  are  permanently  installed  on  ledges  to  disrupt  bird 
roosting  by  means  of  electrical  impulses.  The  birds  are  not  killed.
